A, There are feveral Species of Fiies borh Ov1- 
parous son Viviparous: the Firft of whi-h Kinds 
Dye, but leave their Eggs behind them wo be 
Hacch’d by the next Summer's Hear. Common 
Obiervaion proves this true in Suk-worms, and 
Naruraifts have obferved the fame of other Species 
of OviparousF/e, from whence it may be pretured 
trueof many of che reft. This Method wil! acc. uni 
Wea enough ior che Reproduction of the Common 
forts of Fues, tho’ fone of them we muff grant to 
have a ypontane us Production, at leaft thar winch 
iscommorly cailed tuch being oppo-ed to Natusa 
Generation from the Seed or Eggs of oher Cree- 
rures of the fame species. We wou'd nor be here- 
by underftucd to believe that any matter can become 
Animated of itfelf, or thac Putrifadtion alone can 
be a Principle of Generation; buat underitand 
Spontaneous Production in a Metaphorical Sen.ec, 
to mean ony the Augmenration of {uch Animais es 
were before invifible, which 1s the middie Orini- 
on between rhofe who hold Spontaneous Producti- 
on in the mcft trict Senfe of the Word, and rhole 
whe alow of none bur Natural Generation, 4 «- 
frctle had rationally concluded long ago, that a): 
Things are fu!l of Animals: and the Obtervation 
by Microfcopes have in a general Meaiure made 
good nsOpimien ~=By Microfcopes we oblerve in 
numeral'e Anima's in a Piece of Rorren Wooe, «: 
Corrupted Fleth and the like. Why may not thete 
thereiore being Nourifhed with proper Martcr and 
Enlivened by the Hear of the Sun Encreale to che 
bulk of vifible Inieéts, and fo account tor the Ke- 
production of various Species of Fises and other A- 
nimals, rather than attribute their Rife who.ly to 
Eggs left behind, which in feveral Inftanccs is 
plainly impoffible ? As for the Viviparous Flies ic 
is certain they do not Dye, bur Live all Winter o- 
ver and have their ftated Times for Generation like 
other jarger Animals. Dr. Liffer has proved that 
there are fuch, and the fame was obterved by a 
Gentleman of Scaffordfhire, whom Dr. Plot menti- 
ons in his Natural Hftory of thar Country. 

As for Swadows, it is certain that tume of them 
continue here ail the Winter : For Gefacr gives fe- 
veral Inftances of hollow Trees thar have been 
found full of ri ein, tho’ in a very poor Condition 
and almoft Naked. But whether any of them re- 
tire into warmer Climates upon the Rece{s of the 
Sun, has nor yet been proved certain by any Ob. 
fervations made of them, It is more probable to 
us, thatas they are al! of the fame Nature, fo they 
aie all under the fame Condition.
